Tile Adams 
County commis­ 
sioners have joined school boards 
in considering whether the per­ 
centage paid tax collectors should 
he lowered. 


The county and institution dis­ 
trict pay the collectors three per 
cent on all taxes until the penalty 
is imposed and five per cent there­ 
after. 


Today the commissioners said 
at their meeting in the court 
house that they are making a 
study of the question to determine 
whether the percentage should be 
cut to effect a saving in the cost 
af operating the county. 
PLAN NIGHT LIGHTS 
One of the problems that has 
to be considered in making a cut 
is whether the decrease would 
SHUI provide the tax collector with 
sufficient income to warrant his 
seeking the office and performing 
those duties. Poor tax collectors 
could cause loss of more money 
than could be gained by too great 
a cut in percentages, it was noted. 
Annual increases in the amount 
of income of the tax collector, an 
increase 
vhich is 
expected to 
continue each year during the 
coming four years, has led to the 
decision to study the possibility 
of lowering the rate 
This year 
all tax collectors are up for elec­ 
tion and new rates, if any, must 
fie set quickly if the> are to be 
applicable for the next four years.

GIRLS’ SCHOOL 
HERE IN 1846, 
MEETING TOPIC 


The Gettysburg Female Semi­ 
nary that was operated here for 
a number of years in the 1840 s 
and then was suspended for vari­ 
ous reasons, among them the un­ 
certainty of local support, was 
the subject of the program pre­ 
sented at the February meeting 
of the Adams County Historical 
Society Tuesday evening at the 
courthouse. 
The program 
was 
given 
by 
Prof. William C. Darrah, mem­ 
ber of the faculty of Gettysburg 
College and program chairman 
for the historical society, who 
said he is gathering material on 
Herman Haupt with the hope that 
he may some day write a biog­ 
raphy of that Civil War engineer, 
professor and army general who 
operated the 
female 
seminary 
that was the Tuesday night topic. 
Using a promotional pamphlet 
issued by the seminary in 1846 
as his source. Prof. Darrah de­ 
scribed the "puritanical and al­ 
most tyrannical” policies of the 
school’s 
administration 
which 
blasted the 
usual training for 
young ladies of that day as ‘‘su­ 
perficial’’ and often devoted to 
' ornamental knowledge.” 
IN HAMME HOME 
Prof Haupt. who had graduated 
from West Point at 18 and was 
a member of the Gettysburg Col­ 
lege faculty, sought to offer a 
"superior 
education” 
for 
girls 
and young ladies at annual fees 
of HOO with tuition ranging from 
$8 to $30 depending upon the 
courses taken. 
Enrollment never went above 
40 and the uncertainty of patron­ 
age from local girls led to the 
effort in 1846 to expand enroll­ 
ment and facilities. The effort 
apparently failed and soon Haupt 
left Gettysburg to become chief

GIVES ADDRESS 
AT MEETING OF 
COLLEGE UNIT 


"Afghanistan, land of the Af­ 
ghan*. is a remote, wild country, 
but very beautiful; with a history 
dating back 2,500 years.” Mrs. 
Earl 
Bowen, 
wrho 
resided 
in 
Kabul, Afghanistan, for tw’o years, 
said in her illustrated talk at the 
meeting of the Gettysburg Sub­ 
league of the Woman s League of 
Gettysburg College Tuesday aft­ 
ernoon in the Student Union Build­ 
ing. 
"Although a remote and wild 
country, the people are very hos­ 
pitable.” she said. 
“Because of 
their inferiority to the men. wom­ 
en are not allowed to attend social 
functions. The veils the women 
wear are not of lightweight silk 
as one would expect, but are 
made of a heavy white cloth. 
Young girls must always wear 
long sleeves and all children wear 
long pants. 
"Since there is no rain from 
May until November. «t takes a 
long time to grow- grass and have 
a flower garden. 
Most of the 
Afghans love flowers. 
NOMADS PITCH TENTS 
"It is not an uncommon sight 
to see tents on hillsides belonging 
to nomads. These tents, made of 
hides, are the only homes of the.^e 
people. Camels are their main 
beast of burden, and many don­ 
keys are also used as such. An­ 
other familiar sight is that of 
herds of goats and sheep being 
driven along tile highways. 
"All of the constructed homes 
are made of mud,” Mrs. Bowen 
said. To illustrate what can be 
made out of mud, which was cut, 
heated and painted and made into 
tile, she showed a picture of a 
Moslem temple built in the 14th 
century. The designs made with 
the tiles were very elaborate and 
the temple was constructed with 
460 domes. 444 pillars and six 
entrances. The interior was made 
of many stones and tiles. Pictures

Kennedy Said He Hopes U.S. 
Is "Secure" In Its Space Age 
DefensesAgainstReds'Power 


WASHINGTON (AP)—President 
Kennedy said today he hopes the 
United States is "completely se­ 
cure ’ in its space age defenses 
against Communist power—but at 
the moment he lacks a "clear an­ 
swer" to whether there is a mis­ 
sile gap. 
At a news conference the Presi­ 
dent 
backed 
away 
from 
the 
strongly critical position he had 
taken during the political cam­ 
paigns last fall. He charged then 
that under Republican leadership 
the nation was falling behind in 
the missile race 
The fact is, he said, that studies 
he ordered in the Pentagon on the 
missile gap problem 
have not 
been completed and will not be 
for a few days. When they are 
finished—perhaps by Feb. 20 on 
some m atters — he will recom­ 
mend to Congress any changes 
needed in budget provisions for 
weapons programs. 
"WONT STRIKE FIRST” 
In discussing the over-all Amer­ 
ican-Soviet power relationship the 
President said: 
"The United States 
will 
not 
strike first.” 
He thus by implication ruled out 
any policy of what has been called 
preventive or pre-emptive war. 


He said the realization that the 
United States will not strike first 
is one of the important considera­ 
tions in estimating the balance of 
missile forces. 
Kennedy spoke guardedly on the 
issue in the midst of storm kicked 
up 
by 
a 
Defease 
Department 
briefing of newsmen Monday, The 
newsmen were advised that Ken­ 
nedy administration officials had 
concluded tentatively as a result 
of the Kennedy-ordered study that 
there was no missile gap. 
TALKED WITH MCNAMARA 
Pierre S a l i n g e r , Kennedy’s 
press secretary, then sought to 
deny the reports. He said they 
were inaccurate because the stud­ 
ies leading to such a conclusion 
had not been finished. 
Kennedy declared today he had 
talked about the problem Monday 
with Secretary of Defense Robert 
S. McNamara. 
"He 
stated,” 
Kennedy 
said, 
"toat no study had been conclud 
ed in the Detense Department 
w’h ch would lead to any conclu- 
sio i whether there is a missile 
gap or not.” 
Kennedy was reminded of his 
missile gap charge during the 
campaign and was asked, in ef-

Only in certain instances does the 
individual’s name have to be re­ 
vealed, he said.
